Jim Thompson lived with Peter K- Langan and Richard Lee Guthrie Jr., 
both 37, in a rented house in Pittsburg, Kan., FBI agent Douglass Ogden said 
yesterday. The southeastern Kansas college town is about 100 miles south of 
Kansas City and close to the Missouri border.

The bandits taunted the FBI with letters to newspa- 
pers, bought getaway cars in the names of retired federal 
agents and, during some robberies, wore shitts featuring 
the logos of the FBI and Bureau of Alcohol, Tobaceo and

Depending on the season, they 
left their bombs in a Santa’s hat or 
nestied in an Easter basket. In one 
holdup, they wore caps that said
